of England Principle, admit none to Church, 
Communion, but ſuch as make the profeſit-. 
on of Saving Faith, credibly ſignificant of 
the thing profeſſed. So that really and de 
faFo the matter of theſe Churches do diffet 
1 ſpectre, the one made up of ſuch as are vi- 
fibly Regenerate, and the other of thoſe 
who are Regenerate, and viſibly Unregene- 
rate alſo. 

This very thing has occaſltoned many trou- 
blefom thoughts ro divers Leatned and 
Thinking Men of the Church of Englazd, 
That they muſt require the profeſſion of Sgy- 
ing Faith from all they baprtize, and yetin 
contradiction to this their avowed Principle; 
admit all manner of debanched Perſons 
td thele Sacred Ordinances. For hereby 
as their practice in Admiſſidns to the Sacra- 
ment of the Supper is diſſonant from their . 
Priaciple, ſo their Principle juſtitizs the 
Gongreeationalift in ry ſeparation, iy

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Mr. Humvhrey a great Antiſepariſt, Am. 
1669. in a Paper ot Animadverfions upoa 
the late Parkers Eccleſraftical Polity gave us 
a juſt account of this point ii theſe words 
© The Conerega tionalifts (ſaith he) they ſtand 
here, The Church of Chriſt is a Number 
© of truely Faithful Regenerate Perſons. 
©The Y:/ible Church is defined by a Profeſſion 
© of true Regenerate Faith, and of no leG 
than thar, xe Bs the moſt general 
© Opinion of Proteftant Divines. In our 
© Pariſhes now they alledge, there is no pro- 
© fefſion made of true Grace by any unto 
* Memberſhip, at leaſt not ſuch as is credi- 
©*ble, and conſequently no viſible Church 
* among*us. As for profeſſion of Infants 
* at their Baptiſm, that is as goodas nothing 
*tothem, ſeeing Profeſſion is a thing not ro 
be required for it ſelf, but for the tignify- 
ing it to the Church, or Miniſter what the 
*Perfon is, who makes the Profefſion, that 
© accordingly he may admit or not admit 
© them to their Communion. - And as for 
© Confirmation; they will ſay it is not ſo 
© uſed, nor can any prove it to be inſtituted 
*rFthat uſeinthe Goſpel. Ir follows that- 
© our Pariſh Churches being not Companies 
* of Profeſſors, they muſt gather their 
* Churches that are tuch, and here.lies rhe 
* ground of Separation. Let me fee what 
* this Perſon will lay co this point, but ler 
© him not do it rawly, without conſidering 
© the Weight which is hereia included. For, | 
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" if there is nothing to be ſaid by him, but 
* chat all the Members of our Pariſhes ave 
© indeed ſuch Profeffors, that is; a number 
* of ſuchashave, or do (o credibly 6 
© their Faith , Repentance, Regeneration, 
"and the ſaving Grace of God, that the 
© Miniſter has received;or doth receive them 
* thereupon, as a People endowed with all 
* this Grace ſuppoſed, and that the viſible 
* Church muſt anted according to our 
© Proteſtants, and the Book of Liturgy to 
© be a number of ſuch, and no lefs Profe(- 
* ſors than ſuch : I doubt me he will prevail 
© lictle more with the | Nonconformiſt of 
© this zxake, than to root them in their Pra- 
* Rice, and tempt them to judge that Sepa- 
* ration is indeed from this Principlea moſt 
* apparent reſult, and undenyably conclu- 
* ded. Whatman is there that dares revive 
© Mr, Blake's Cauſe, and defend it againſt 
* Mr. Baxters Right to Sacraments. 

So far Mr. Humfrey in his Animaduerſrons 
08 Parker's Eccl:faftical Pality : but fince in 
2 late Treatiſe entituled, The Ax laid to the 
Root of Separation. SeR, 2. p. 35, 36. Hes 
more exprels in theſe words, * If che Com- 
mon Opinion be received, and 4 profeſſion of 
po leſs than Trae Grace, or a Kegenerate 
Faith, be the Rule of Admiſſion to theChurch 
and Sacraments ? I do not ſee 17 the firſt place, 
but we muſt all give up the cauſe of our mixed

Communion, and do indeed underſtand them- 
ſelves, will ſay, it muſt be a profeſſion de pre- 
ſenti, Serious, Intelligent , reſolved, wet 
whatſoever elſe 15 needful to make it credibly 
ſrenificant of the thing they profeſs. So that 
the erſox Profeſſing muſt be indeed Regene- 
rate to be able to make tt, and the Perſons that 
receive him, muſt look on hitmz as Regenerate 
upon his making it : and what wore can be 
172agined, for the yielding to the Congregatio- 
nalilt hix whole Foundation? It 1s true, that 
fome will perſiſt, and ſay, the Independent 
deth require alſo a Church Covenant beſraes 
this Profeſiion: But thrs is in good earneſt to 
impoſe zpon thezz. The Judicious among 'em 
wt:ll avouth, That I:t but a min make his Pro- 
feſſhon of the-Baptiimai Covenant, axa hrs 
Profeilion be only thus qualifyed, which My. 
Baxter 12 his Books filll rnliſts upon, and 
there 15 nothing belides, but what on neceſſity 
doth arije upon a man's jorning wieerly 11 4

Congregations all they do, and will tand up. 
07, even fo underſtood, ſo qualifyed, fo explar- 
ned. But now ſuch a Profeſſion as this, will 
they all ſay, is incompatible with our Paro- 
Chial, National Churches. There are none 
can make a Profeſſion of what they have not. 
There are but few here and there that are Re- 
generate, ard conſent indeed to the Crve- 
tient, 1 the Sence as the Baptiſmal Cove-

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nant is wrderſtood, There are but few that 
are Elect, in compariſon of the — 
others. And ſcerngTthere are none but theſe 
few (as Tſay) are able to make ſuch a profeſſion ;, 
it ts they who ought aid muſt be gathered out of 
the reſt into therr ſele&t Congregations, And 
what can be offered with more reaſon, 1f this 
maced were Chriit's Rule of Communion ? 
I muft for - my part, proteſt therefore, as one 
that loves tobe plain and ſingle hearted ;, I fee 
not 18 good earneſt; but erther we muſt come 
off from this Rule, or we” muſt come over to 
their gatbrved Congreeations. n 
All this 'and much more doth this Lear- 
ned and Reverend Author freely, and with 
much Strength of Reaſon and Siacerity 
profes. Here then lies a difference berween 
the Matter of Congregational, and thiat of 
Parochial Aſſemblies, or Dioceſan Churches. 
The Congregational Churches are made up 
of ſuch matter as the Generality of Pro: | 
reſtants, the Church of England, and elpe+ 
cially Mr. Baxter affirm it ought co be, but 
the watter. of the Pariſh Aſſemblies is ſuch 
as all theſe Worthies ſay it muſt not be. 
The Congregational Churches are for their 
Matter made up according to the Rule of 
all Proteſtancs generally, and of the Church 
of Enzland in particular. But the matter 
of Parochial Afſlemblies, or - Diocetan 
Churches is contrary to the Proceſtants and 
Church of Engiands Rule. Now then do 
Iafter Mr. Hamfrey aſſume, that che Church 
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England, (and Mr. Baxter together) muſt 
come off from rhis Rale, or go over to the 
Congregational gathered Churches. 

But to make this as plain as I can, jt muſt 
be obſerved that in this part of the Contra- 
verſie Mr, Humfrey (who eicher hath more 
- clear apprehenſions, or is more (incere than 
Mr. B. ) doth not only confeſs that the 
Epiſcopalians are under a neceſlity of going 
over to the Congregationaliſt, or of alte- 
ring their Rule; but in oppoſition to the 


Congregationaliſt propoſes another Rule of 


Church Memberſhip orCommunion: which 
Rule, becauſe it doth ( as Iam well affur'd) 
ſo good acceptance amongſt ſome ve 
earned and Judicious Men of the Chur 
of England way, I vill in ſhort give a juſt 
account of it, and ſhew that according to 
this Rule the zzatter of Parochial or Dioce- 
{an Churches differ r Specie from, the con+ 
gregationaliſts, and that whilſt the Congre- 
gational keep to the (aid Proteſtant Prin- 
ciple, they cannor hold communion with 
Mr. Humfrey's Churches. | 
The Notion this Worthy Divine hath of 
a Church, -is more large than what hath 
been commonly received; far whereas it 
hath been generally held by all Proteſtants, 
Fhat the Church, even that Church which 
is that Corporation of Chriſtians, unca 
which the World is to be brought in by the 
Preaching of the Goſpel, confiſts only of

He diflinguiſherh between the Myf:. 
calChurch, and. the Congregate Ghurch, or 
Ghurch Political, and ſaith, that as none but 
the Regenerate are Members of the former, 
ſo the Unregenerate alſo may be Members 
of the 'latter, but then that this may be 
cleared up,: his diſcourſe is of a Twofold Co- 
wenant, an WHniverſal and Particular: the 
fniverſal Covenant or Law, which is the 
Inſtrument of Gods Government over all 
the World, and is the Rule for all men to 
obtain Life by, is that.

Bur in 
every Edition, Saving Faith is theConditicn

on of the Covengnt of Peculiarity. A pro- 
feſſion of which Faith (if required, for 
where therere is no reaſon of 'Queſtionin 
a Perſon, his willingneſs or offering himſelf 
is this profeſſion with Mr. H.) is n 
ro an admiſſion to Church Ccmmunion. 
But we ſee no ſuch profeſſion in theChurch. 
Beſides Mr. H. adds, that thoſe who have 
a Right to theSacraments muſt ſubje&t them- 
ſelves to the Government of Chriſt, and 
not lye under Scandal, nor w—_ 4 
ty of ſuch Sins for, which they muſt be ex- 
communicated if were in. But to an 
Admiſſion unto Pariſh Communion 'tis ſuf- 
ficient that you ar&. the Kings born Subje&, 
that have been ba 
nicated, though

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not Excommu- « 
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Converſation, and olaly ignorant of the 
Firſt Principles of the Chriſtian Religion. 
So that Mr. Hs Rule' is too ſhort and too 
narrow for the Church gf Ezgland's Pra- 
Rices, and won't in the full at leaſt excuſe 
the Pariſh mix't Communions, nor can his 
Treatiſe be look'd on therefore as a fatis- 
factory Plea for the ſame;the edge of his Ax 
being fo far blunted as ic hurts nor thoſe who 
are now call'd Separariſts. | 

Inaword, ſo long as the Congregationa- 
liſt can defend the Old Church of England 
(which is the true Proteſtant Principle ) 
about the fit matter of an inſtituted Goſpel 
Church, their withholding Communion 
from -the mixt Pariſh Aſſemblies will be 
ufficiently juſtifyed even by Mr. Humfrey 
—_— who labours ſo very hard to con- 
ute it.

E muſt be here confeſſed that the Church 
of England is as much againſt the introdu- 
cing any Humane Inventions into the wor- . 
ſhip of God, as the Diflenter can be. She 
holds all Uninſticuted Worſhip ro be Un- 
lawful. To make Ceremonies Parts of 
Yep ſhe diſavows. And that ſhe may 
defend her ſelf againſt the Old N or- 
conformiſts, and the preſent true Diſlen- 
rer ſhe denies the Ceremonies ta controver- 
s co be parts of Divine External Wor- 

UP. 

For indeed the Controverſie between 
the Church of Ezglazd and the true Diſ- 
ſenter lies in this, whether the impoſed 
Ceremonies are parts of external Divine 
Worſhip > Or whether they are but Decent 
Circumſtances of Action ? 

All found Proteſtants affirm that no G:uzl 
or Eccleſraftical Power can juſtly add an 
thing to the Worſhip of God. They al 
hold, that all uninſticuted Worſhipis Falſe 
Worſhip unlawful Worſhip. If then the true 
Difſenter can prove, that the impoſed Ce- 
remonics are by the Church of England 
made parts of External Worſhip, they ob- 
tain their point. And that they are made 
parts of External Worſhip, the Diſſenter 
urges the Churches making them dire&, or 
immediate expreflions of the Reverence 
of the Heart unto God, 

Their

Their Argament runs thus 
'What is a dire or immediate expreſſion 
of the Honour and Reverence of the 
Heart to God, is a part of External Wos 


hip. 

But the impoſed Ceremonies are direct 
and immediate Expreſſions of the Honour 
and Reverence of the Heart to God. © Er- 
£9, . 
They are parts of External Worſhip. 

The Propoſition is undenyable, and there 
are Arguments innumerable to prove the 
Aſſumption, and ſuch as are taken from 
what ſeveral Sons of of the Church of Exe- 
land ſay of their Ceremonies, when they tell 
us that the Decency of Circumſtances doth 
lye in the expreſſing of Reverence and De- 
yotion unto God. 

The True Diffenter is as much for the 
Decency of thoſe Circumſtances that ' be- 
long to Religious Actions as they are Acti- 
- ons, asthe Church of Exgland can be, bur 

then they hold with ſuch as Biſhop Abbot , 
that Decency doth moſt immediately reſpect 
'M:x, not God, and that Decent circum- 
ſtances of Actions, when uſed in Publick 
Worſhip, are of the ſame kind with thoſe 
Decent Circumſtances 4s'd on any Solemn 
civil occaſion , and not being expreſſive 
of the Reverence of the Heart to God are 
noparts of Worſhip, bur reſpe&ing Men, 
and {uited to the Solemnity of the Aſſem- 
bly, areno other than _ becomes ar 4 
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folemn Aſſembly, though met on civl1l 
occa(ions. ' 

A Decent Habit, Poſture, and Place in 
convenient time belongs to all Solemn Aſs 
ſemblies , whether mer for Religious or 
Civil ends, and indeed what is judged moſt 
Decent in Civil Afﬀemblies is in many re- 
ſpects made the Rule of Decency in Religi- 
ous. Conventipns : whence *tis, that as in 
divers Counties there are different Cu- 
ſtoms obſerved in their civil meetings, {0 
there are proportionably a like difference 
in their Religious Aſſemblies, Not that in 
every particular, but in ſome things ozly 
there is an exact agreement, and in 
things ſome Similirude and Likelineſs. 

Buc the Church of Ezgland making their 
Ceremonies expreflive of Reverence and 
Devorion unto God, do make them more 
than meer Decent Circumſtances of Action. 
They cloathing them wich Significancy and 
making them exprefſive of inward Worſhip 
do make them parts of External Worſhip 
in which as ſuch, becauſenotDivinely inſti- 
ruted, the true Diſfenter cannot communi- 
cate with the Church of England, 

IT. The True Diſfenter doth alſo refuſe 
to communicate with the Church of Exg- 
lazd in her. Liturgick Worſhip, Not that 
they eſteem it unlawful meerly becauſe there 
are in their Licurgy Stinted forms of Prayer 
bur becauſe they believe that many of thoſe 
particular Prayers contained in their Licur- 
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gy are both for matter and 9zazner unſound, 
and . becauſe theſe Forms are impoſed as

The Diſlencers are miſrepreſented b 
thoſe, who ſay they are againſt the uſe 
of all preſcribed Forms of Prayer, as if 
they would not hold communion with any 
that uſe them, how ſound foever for Mat- 
ter and Form, and though uſed with, but 
not to the excluſion of Spiritual and Free 
Prayer : I ſay, when they are thus repre- 
ſented they areabuſed, anda fair account of 
their Principles touchung theſe things is not 


given. 
But this they hold, I. They cannot com- 
municate with any in thoſe Prayers that are 
wn to them to be very corrupt and 
ſuperſtitious, and yet impos'd as ſound, 
Nor 2.

], Hey agree with the Church of Ene- 
T land - the Doctrinals of Reli >] z 
taking Doctrinalsas diſtin from thoſe Do- 
Etrines that Relate to the Conſtitution of 
particular Churches, Miniſtry, Ceremonies 
and Diſcipline. They are for Decency in 
Worſhip; as much @e for the uſe of Decent 
Circumſtances of a&tions as the Church of 
England, and are not again(t preſcribed 
Forms of Prayer as ſuch. Beſides they do 
believe, that there are many ſound Belie- 
vers and good Chriſtians of that Communi- 
on, who do belong to the Myſtical Body ld 
Chriſt, and ſhall be faved in the day of t 
Lord, yea comparing the Church of Ek: 
land with all the Churches in- the World, 
( excepting the Proteſtant Reformed Chur- 
ches abroad and in Forreign Plantations, and 
the Diſſenters at home ) m_ eſteem the 
Church of England in moſt things to be 
more agreeable to the Rule of the Word 
than thoſe other Churches.

What 2 man to eſcape: the Wrath of a 
Magiſtrate may lawfully-do, that for Con- 
ſence ſake, and to eſcape Divine diſfplea- 
fare, he ought rodo, In a matter of--this 
Nature we ought to be ſerious, and delibe- 
ny conſider, That if to eſcape the Penal- 
ty of a Twenty Pound a Month, we can 
awfully hold Communion with the Charch 
once a Month, whether, -if the ſame Pe- 
nalty ſhould be by Law againſt abſtain- 
ing from Church every Lords Day ;, we 
ſhould not think it as lawful every 
Lords Day. If it be anſwered in the affix- *
